QATAR: ILLICIT ARMS IMPORTATIONS 


Please refer to your . September to Ward 

in Doha. I apologise for not having commented before, but our 
enquiries have taken some time. 



2. On receipt of your letter our Commercial Section asked the 


credit enquiry agent they normally use for such tasks to trace the 
Iranian firm of Abbas Zobrianian which had apparently ordered the 
arms in the first place. Although the agent has been established 
in Tehran for a considerable time and can usually track down anybody 
registered as a trader (which Mr. Zobrianian would certainly need to 
be to deal in fire arms), he could find no trace of a person or firm 
of this name and reported moreover that the post office box number 
v/e had given him had never been allocated. We subsequently checked 
with SAVAK, who confirmed that the P.0. Box was unallocated, and said 
that they too were unable to trace anybody by the name of Zobrianian. 
They suggested that the name must therefore be fictitious, and that 
whoever had ordered the arms in the first place had never had any 
intention of importing them into Iran. 

3. In the circumstances, we should clearly have no objection to 
the name of the "firm" being revealed to the Qatar authorities, 
though Ward should presumably make it clear to them that no such 
firm as Abbas Zobrianian is known to us or the Iranian authorities. 

4. I am sending a copy of this letter to ufard in Doha, and also 
to the Residency in Bahrain and Chancery in gpussels, on the 
assumption that they also had copies of your letter, although no 
copy addressees were listed.

Thank you for letter of 20 th August concerning the grading of Qatar, 
(incidently Dubai is the same grade as Qatar, although Abu Dhabi and Bahrain are 
both ’B*). 

Our Advisory Council considered in Kay, 19^5 whether Qatar should be upgraded 
to 'B* but decided that the absence of a proper legal system for the settlement of 
disputes outweighed the benefits of an adequnte oil income. Since than however we 
have obtained (in February, 1968) the Councils agreement to upgrading Abu Dhabi to 
*B*, but to support our case we were able to point out that the Ruler had agreed to 
the inclusion of a form of contract similar to the International Conditions of 
Contract, drawn up by the International Federation of Civil Engineers, which safe¬ 
guarded the rights of both parties and allowed for international arbitration. I 
should be grateful if you would let me know what the situation is in Qatar because 
our experience is veiy limited as far as large contracts are concerned, although 
it does point to the use of International Conditions or a similar form of contract. 

I should also welcome any other information which you think may assist in 
preparing a paper with a view to upgrading Qatar. It would help for example if you 
could let me have an estimate of the anticipated increases in oil and other revenue 
over the next few years and also if you could let me know the approximate current 
annual expenditure. 

I am copying this to Battiscombe (F.O.) and Aehwood (C.B.E.).

2* While the Qatar Government can be considered good for any commit¬ 
ments it undertakes, I think it extremely unlikely that their hard¬ 
ware oraers will incluae any of the above: Abbot Equipments are the 
only remote possibility. The other enquiries can almost certainly 
be dismissed as mere "shopping around". 

3. While on the subject of the Qatar Government ’ s coujBitments, 
however, I should like to revert to the question of classification 
or grading, which we discussed when I saw you in London. You will 
know from what I said then that I consider it ridiculous that Qatar 
should, for K.C.G.D. guarantee purposes, be graded below Bahrain, 

Dubai and Abu Dhabi. This is more than ever true now that the 
Government may soon be in the market for a fertiliser plant worth 
many millions of pounds to the U.K. If it ever came to the Deputy 
Ruler’s ears (and so many things do) that ii.C.G.D. considered Bahrain, 
Abu Dhabi and Dubai as better risks than Qatar, the reverberations 
would shake the very foundations of Barrington House. 

4. I therefore consider that the time lias come to erase this 
anomoly from your slate, and I very much hope that you will be able 
to do so. In the past it may not have mattereu, but with Qatar 
increasingly looking to the U.K. for arms supplies, mechanical 
equipment and, one hopes, a fertiliser plant, the position lias 
changed radically and I think it is wrong that they should be charged 
more for their guarantees than other states in the Lower Gulf.

2. When I discussed arms orders with Cochrane recently, he 
told me that, as far as he was concerned, tanks had never been 
a serious consideration but he had recommended Abbot Equipments 
as a possible alternative to 25-pounders, which Sheikh Khalifah 
considered out-moded.

2. This contract is running into difficulties. A Jr. Kardon 
fro.,! .iestlands was out here recently and had long discussions 
with Sheikh halifa nd Cochrane. It ap ears that ? esflands 
have already gone ahead with building the t o machines without 
any firm order in writing from the „atar Government. The latter 
now say that the machines are not satisfactory for the work 

envisaged out here, which will be as much at sea as on land. 

If the helicopters cannot land and take off from the sea, they will 
be unsuitable. The outcome of Mr. mardon . 1 s visit, according to 
what I am told, is that the atar Government have now written to 
Westlands saying that, unles the machines can be adapted to the 
specifications required, they will not now be required, and that they 
will seek a purchase elsewhere. Westlands' reply is awaited. 

3. I ould be interested to know hether the f;.atar Government made 
a firm order in writing to Westlands or not, in view of our 

definite impressi n that one was placed. If it was, the jatar 
Government will be unable to get out of their obligations without 
paying a considerable sum to Westlands in compensation. If no firm 
or ’er was placed, surely Westlands were a bit unwise to o ahead 
without one.
